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price will be 2p each. 

They will be obtainable from all 
Branch Secretaries, to avoid head- 
quarters having to deal with a number 
of small orders and in an endeavour to 
overcome the cost of postage. 

It is suggested that, where estates 
have their own staff, the agent and 
head forester should each have a copy 
of all the relevant codes and the 
foresters should only have copies of 
the ones that cover operations which 
they are actually doing themselves. 
Where estates employ outside con- 
tractors, the agent should have a copy 
of the code and, if the contractor has 
not got a copy from any organisation 


he belongs to, then the agent should 
give him a copy and try to get him to 
follow it. 

At the time of this note the only 
codes already published are: Clearing 
Saw Code of Practice; Noise and 
Hearing Conservation Code of Prac- 
tice and Noise and Hearing Conserva- 
tion Technical Guide. 

Codes are being produced for: 
Forestry Tractors; Tractor-mounted 
brush cutters; Ground Skidders; and 
Chain saws. 

If members can give their Branch 
Secretaries an idea of the number of 
each of these they may require, it will 
help Headquarters to put in their bulk 


order. 

There has been a very poor response 
from the private sector to send in 
reports of accidents. Without this 
information it is difficult to assess 
where and why accidents take place. A 
simplified form has been produced 
and, when an accident takes place, the 
form should be sent to the Forestry 
Commission at Edinburgh, who will 
acknowledge the form and send back 
another new one. 

If anybody could help by offering to 
do this would they write direct to me 
at the Englefield Estate Office, Theale, 
Reading and I will send them a copy of 
the form.

of silver was naturally in keeping with ischial, 
interior design and furniture, allowing the inborn 
flare for the baroque within the Huguenots to be 
exercised without restraint. De Lamerie was a ‘se- 
cond generation’ Huguenot who was apprenticed to 
Pierre Platel in London in 1703; he died in 1751. 

The second part of the talk was on the complex 
subject of ‘fakes and forgeries’ which generally fall 
into one of three categories. First, pieces with forged 
hallmarks; second, pieces with transposed hallmarks 
and lastly hallmarked pieces which have been illeg- 
ally added to or altered. 

Pieces bearing forged hallmarks can be subdivided 
between those cases where the marks were applied by 
use of false punches and those in which the forged 
marks are achieved by a casting from a genuine 
hallmarked piece. Fig 3 shows three fake trefid-end 
spoons produced by the latter method. Apostle 
spoons have also been known to have been produced 


in this way and when well finished, it is a fake which: 


can be very difficult to detect. That these spoons have 
been made from the same mould can be clearly seen 


‘as the marks in each case are identically placed. At a 


time when each punch was applied separately this is 
beyond the bounds of possibility. Without the availa- 
bility of comparison, a single spoon of this type could 
well go undetected.
